Preamble 

We,  the  students  of  Flora  Macdonald  College,  desiring  to 
express  our  loyalty  to  our  Alma  Mater,  and  believing  that 
by  sincere  co-operation  we  may  develop  an  efficient  means 
of  self  government  and  thereby  form  a  more  desirable 
community,  do  hereby  organize  ourselves  into  a  Student 
Association. 

ARTICLE  I 

Name 

The  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Student  Association 
of  Flora  Macdonald  College. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite  the 
students  of  Flora  Macdonald  College  in  an  earnest  and  loyal 
effort  to  hold  personal  honor  as  the  only  true  standard  for 
efficient  social  living  and  to  develop  the  sense  of  personal 
responsibility. 

ARTICLE  III 

Membership 

Every  student  matriculating  is  a  member  of  this  Associa- 
tion and  shall  be  subject  to  its  Constitution,  By-Laws  and 
Regulations. 
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ARTICLE  IV 

Organization 

The  legislative   power  shall  be  vested  in  the   Association 
subject  to  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
Section  1.  The  Student  Council 
The  Student  Council  is  composed  of:

President  of  Day  Students 
Section  2.  The  Proctor  Committee 
The  Proctor  Committee  is  composed  of: 

The  Vice-President  of  the  Student  Association 

Eight  Proctors,  one  from  each  hall. 

ARTICLE  V 

Elections 

a.  Elections  shall  be  held  the  first  week  in  March,  and  the 
newly-elected  officers  shall  assume  their  positions  during 
the  third  week  in  March  following  a  period  of  training. 

b.  The  president  of  the  Student  Association,  the  president  of 
the  Day  Student  Association  and  a  member  of  the  Senior

Class  appointed  by  the  student  council  shall  supervise 
the  details  of  the  elections. 

c.  There  shall  be  a  Ballot  Committee  composed  of  the  retiring 

presidents  of  Student  Association.  Christian  Association, 
Athletic  Association,  Senior  Class,  and  the  vice-president 
of  Student  Association  and  the  Editor  of  THE  WHITE 
HEATHER.  The  president  of  Student  Association  shall 
serve  as  chairman  of  this  committee  which  shall  supervise 
the  student  poll,  registration  and  elections. 

d.  Registration : 

1.  Students  must  register  before  nominating  and  electing. 

2.  Registration  shall  be  held  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  of 

the  last  week  in  February,  at  the  following  hours : 
Monday  at  10  :00-12  :00  a.m. ;  1 :30-3  :30  p.m.  and  6  :30- 
7  :15  p.m.     Tuesday  at  10  :00  a.m.-l  :00  p.m. 

3.  Registration  shall  take  place  at  the  place  designated 

by  the  Ballot  Committee. 

e.  Student  Poll: 

1.  The  student  poll  shall  be  taken  during  the  last  week 
of  February. 

2.  This  poll  shall  be  taken   on  blanks  prepared  by   the 
Ballot    Committee. 

3.  The  following  provisions  must  be  observed : 

a.  On  the  poll  every  registered  student  shall  be  given 
an  opportunity  to  suggest  a  candidate  for  each 
of  the  following  offices :  President.  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  Student  Associ- 
ation ;  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  Christian  Association ;  President, 
Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  Ath- 
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letic  Association  ;  and  Presidents  of  Societies. 

b.  Only  day  students  shall  on  this  poll  submit  nomi- 
nations for  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  the  Day   Student  Association. 

c.  Editors  of  The  White  Heather,  The  Skirl,  and 

Pine  and  Thistle  will  be  nominated  by  the 
Publications  Board  composed  of  retiring  editors 
at  a  called  meeting  previous  to  the  poll.  There 
will  be  no  individual  nominations  from  the  stu- 
dent body :  however,  students  will  be  asked  to 
make  suggestions  to  the  Publications  Board  be- 
fore the  nominations  are  made.  Not  less  than 
two  nominations  shall  be  made  for  each  position 
of  editor. 

d.  The  student  poll  shall  be  taken  by  secret  ballot. 

e.  The  student  poll  shall  be  taken  in  the  place  desig- 

nated by   the  Ballot  Committee. 

f.  The  Ballot   Committee  shall  appoint  members  of 

the  student  body  to  assist  in  supervising  the 
student  poll  and  the  student  elections. 

g.  The  Recorder  of  Points  shall  provide  information 
on  each  nominee  for  office. 

Class  standing  of  officers   nominated  on  poll : 

a.  The  following  officers  must  be  elected  from  the 
rising  Senior  Class :  the  Presidents  of  Student 
Association,  Christian  Association,  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation, Day  Student  Association ;  vice-president 
of  Student  Association,  and  the  Editor  of  The 
White  Heather,     The  president  of  the  Student 
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Association  must  have  served  on  the  Council  for 
one  term ;  the  president  of  the  Christian  Associ- 
ation must  have  had  one  year's  experience  on  the 
Cabinet :  the  president  of  the  Athletic  Association 
must  have  served  on  the  Board  for  one  year.  The 
Editor  of  The  White  Heather  must  have  had 
one  year's  experience  on  The  White  Heather 
staff. 

1).  The  following  officers  must  be  elected  from  the 
rising  Senior  or  Junoir  Classes :  the  presidents  of 
the  Societies.  Day  Student  Association,  and  the 
editors  of  The  Skirl  and  the  Pine  and  Thistle 

c.  The  following  officers  must  be  elected  from  the 

rising  Junior  Class :  the  vice-presidents  of  the 
Christian  Association.  Athletic  Association,  and 
Day  Student  Association  :  the  secretaries  of  Stu- 
dent Association  and  Athletic  Association. 

d.  The  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Day  Student  Associ- 

ation must  be  elected  from  the  rising  Junior  or 
Sophomore  Classes. 

e.  The  following  officers  must  be  elected  from  the 
rising  Sophomore  Class :  the  treasurers  of  the 
Student  Association  and  Athletic  Associaiton. 
the  secretary  of  the  Christian  Association. 

f.  Class  officers  will  come  from  their  respective 
classes  and  society  officers  from  their  respective 
societies. 

Tabulation  of  poll  results  and  preparation  of  ballots: 

a.  The  Ballot  Committee  shall  tabulate  the  entries 

on  student  poll  blanks;  the  students  having  the 
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two  highest  number  of  votes  for  a  specific  office 
shall  be  designated  as  poll  nominees  for  that, 
office. 

i.     Individual   nominations   and   withdrawals : 

1.  The  Ballot  Committee  shall  post  by  8  :00  a.m.  on  Thurs- 
day of  the  last  week  of  February  the  names  of  those 
persons  nominated  by  the  student  poll.  However,  stu- 
dents who  have  been  nominatel  for  more  than  one 
office  shall  be  informed  the  night  before. 

2.  A   maximum   of   two   additional   nominations   may   be 

made  for  any  office  by  registered  members  of  the  stu- 
dent body  with  the  consent  of  the  person  who  is  to  be 
nominated  and  with  the  signature  of  50  registered 
boarding  students,  or  15  registered  day  students.  The 
additional  nominations  shall  be  made  from  4  :00  p.m. 
to  6  :00  p.m.  on  Thursday  of  the  last  week  of  February 
at  a  place  designated  by  the  Ballot  Committee.  The 
first  two  submitted  during  the  appointed  time  shall  be 
accepted  as  the  two  additional  nominees. 

3.  Any  person  who  wishes  to  withdraw  her  nomination 

for  an  office  must  make  her  withdrawal  by  10  :00  a.m. 
on  Thursday  of  the  last  week  of  February.  The  place 
for  withdrawals  shall  be  designated  by  the  Ballot 
Committee. 

4.  There  will  always  be  two  nominees  for  each  office, 
whether  filled  by  petition  or  student  poll  committee. 

g.     The  Order  of  elections : 

1.     Officers  for  whom  nominations  ar^e  made  on  the  stu- 
dent poll  shall  be  elected  in  the  following  order: 
a.  Tuesday  of  the  first  week  in  March :  Presidents 
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of  Student  Association,  Christian  Association, 
Athletic  Association,  Day  Student  Association, 
and  editors  of  The  White  Heather.  The  Skirl, 
and  the  Pine  and  Thistle. 

b.  Wednesday  of  the  first  week  in  March :  vice- 
presidents  of  the  Student  Association,  Christian 
Association,  Athletic  Association,  Day  Student 
Association  and  the  treasurers  of  Student  Associ- 
ation, Christian  Association,  and  Athletic  Associ- 
ation. 

c.  Thursday  of  the  first  week  in  March  :  Secretary- 

Treasurer  of  Day  Student  Association,  secretaries 
of  Student  Association,  Christian  Association, 
and  Athletic  Association. 

d.  Friday  of  the  first  week  in  March  :  Presidents  of 
the  rising  Senior,  Junior  and  Sophomore  Classes ; 
and  presidents  of  Zetesian  and  Epsilon  Chi  Socie- 
ties. 

2.  Within  two  weeks  following  these  elections  the  execu- 
tive committees  of  the  Christian  Association  and  Ath- 
letic Association  shall  appoint  the  members  of  the 
Cabinet  and  Board.  Classes  and  organizations  shall 
then  elect  their  officers  and  representatives. 

h.     Manner  of  Voting  : 

1.  Voting  for  all  offices  under  the   Student   Government 

shall  be  by  secret  ballot. 

2.  The  Ballot  Committee  shall  give  one  ballot  to  each 
registered  student. 

3.  No  write-in  votes  shall  be  accepted. 

4.  The  Ballot  Committee  shall  tabulate  the  votes. 
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5.  Each  student  must  indicate  on  her  ballot  her  first 
choice  and  may  indicate  her  second,  third  and  fourth 
choice  of  those  nominated  for  the  office. 

a.  A  first  choice  vote  will  receive  four  points ;  a 
second  choice  vote  will  receive  three  points ;  a 
third  choice  vote  will  receive  two  points  and  a 
fourth  choice  vote  will  receive  one  point. 

b.  The  nominee  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
points  shall  be  elected  to  the  office. 

c.  The  retiring  president   does   not  vote   except  to 

break  a  tie. 

6.  All  voting  must  take  place  at  the  place  designated  by 

the  Ballot  Committee. 

7.  All  voting  must  take  place  between  the  hours  of  9  :00 

a.m.  and  4  :30  p.m. 

I.     Freshman  officers  and  representatives : 

1.  Freshmen  shall  elect  their  officers  immediately  after 

midsemester. 

2.  The  President  of  the  Junior  Class  shall  act  as  advisor 
to  the  Freshman  Class. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Duties 

Section  1.  Duties  of  Officers: 

(1)  President  of  the  Association.  The  President  shall  call 
and  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  the 
Student  Council,  and  shall  perform  all  du  .es  pertaining  to 
that  office. 
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(2)  Vice-President  of  the  Association.  The  Vice-President 
shall  assume  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence  or  at 
her  request,  and  at  other  times  co-operate  fully  with  her 
in  the  performance  of  her  duties.  She  shall  be  Chairman 
of  the  Handbook  Committee  and  of  Proctors. 

(3)  Secretary.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  all  records  and 
minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Association  and  Student 
Council  and  shall  attend  to  all  the  necessary  correspondence 
of  the  Association. 

(4)  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all 
finances   of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  Duties  of  the  Student  Council: 

(1)  The  duties  of  the  Student  Council  shall  be  to  execute 
the  will  of  the  Association  as  expressed  in  the  Constitution, 
By-Laws,  and  Regulations. 

(2)  To  appoint  proctors  for  each  hall. 

(3)  To  summon  before  them  any  student  reported  to  them 
for  violation  of  the  regulations. 

(4)  To  fix  the  penalty  that  may  be  in  their  judgment 
wisest,  except  upon  such  offenses  as  may  incur  either  pro- 
bation, suspension  or  expulsion ;  such  offenses  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Co-operative  Committee  immediately. 

(5)  To  work  constructively  for  the  betterment  of  the 
Association. 

(6)  To  remove  from  office  any  proctor  who  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Council  is  no  longer  suited  for  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  her  office. 
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(7)  To  be  honor  bound  to  report  any  violation  of  the  rules 
to  the  proper  authorities  and  to  guide  the  students  in  keep- 
ing all  rules. 

Note: 

1.  A  member  of  the  Student  Council  who  commits  a  major 
offense  for  which  she  is  campused  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  sit  on  the  Council  during  her  campus. 

Section  3.  Duties  of  Proctors: 

(1)  To  be  honor  bound  to  report  any  violation  of  rules 
promptly. 

(2)  To  co-operate  with  Council  members  in  overseeing  the 
conduct  of  all  students  on  their  respective  halls  whether 
they  room  there  or  not,  and  to  maintain  quiet  during  study 
hour  and  light  bell. 

(3)  To  co-operate  with  Council  members  in  granting  house 
permission  at  the  following  times: 

a.  To   students   having  closed   study: 

To  study  out  of  their  own  rooms  except  in  the  library, 
in  the  conservatory,  or  in  a  classroom. 

b.  To  students  not  having  closed  study: 

To  remain  out  of  their  rooms  to  study  after  11:15  P.M. 

c.  To   spend   the   night   in   another   student's   room. 

Section  4.  Membership  and  Duties  of  the  Co-operative 
Committee: 

a.    Membership   of   Co-operative   Committee 

(1)   Representatives  of  Administration: 

The  President  and  Dean  of  the  College 
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Dean  of  Students 

Three  other  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 

(2)   Representatives   of  the   Student  Association: 
President  of  the  Student  Association 
Vice-President  of  the  Student  Association 
Three  other  members  of  the  Student  Council 

b.    Duties    of    Co-operative    Committee 

(1)  To  co-operate  with  the  Student  Council  in  all  of 
its  aims  and  endeavors  for  upholding  the  admin- 
istration of  the  College,  and  in  rendering  such 
service  and  advice  as  to  them  may  seem  wise  and 
helpful. 

(2)  To  remove  from  office  any  member  of  the  Student 
Council  who  has  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee 
disqualified  herself  for  the  position.  The  organi- 
zation electing  her  shall  be  requested  to  fill  her 
place. 

(3)  To  act  upon  recommendations  given  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

(4)  To  consider  and  act  upon  any  amendment  of  this 
Constitution  that  may  be  suggested  by  the  Student 
Council. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Installation 
At  the  installation  of  any  officer  the  President  shall  read 
the  portion  of  the  Constitution  having  reference  to  the  duties 
which  pertain  to  that  office.  Thereupon  the  President  shall 
say:  "You  have  heard  the  nature  of  the  duties  assigned  to 
you   by  the   Association.   Do   you   promise   to   execute   them 
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faithfully  and  with  impartiality  to  the  best  of  your  ability? 
If  so,  answer,  'I  Promise'." 

ARTICLE  VIM 

Impeachment 
Any  six  members  of  the  Association  may  offer  a  written 
petition  to  the  Council  for  the  impeachment  of  any  member  of 
the  Student  Council.  If  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
the  petition  shall  be  presented  to  the  Association,  and  if  it 
be  sustained  by  a  majority  vote,  she  shall  be  tried  and 
appropriate  action  taken. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Appeals 

Section  1.  A  student  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  from 
any  decision  of  the  Student  Council  to  the  Co-operative  Com- 
mittee. 

Section  2.  A  student  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  Student  Council  carrying  a  minor  penalty 
to  the  Dean  of  Students. 

Section  3.  A  student  who  wishes  to  reopen  a  case  before 
the  Student  Council  is  required  to  give  notice  of  appeal 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  case  has  been  considered. 

ARTICLE  X 

Meetings 

Section  1.  Meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by 
the  President  whenever  she  may  deem  it  necessary  and 
must  be  called  by  the  President  upon  the  request  of  the 
Dean  of  Students  or  the  written  request  of  10  members  of 
the  Association. 
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a.  Attendance  at  all  meetings  of  the  Student  Association 
is  required,  and  all  students  are  held  responsible  for 
announcements  made  at  such  times. 

b.  Students  must  sit  in  the  regular  chapel  seats  at  meetings 
of  the  Student  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Student  Council  shall  meet  once  each  week. 
In  addition  to  this  regular  business  meeting,  they  shall  meet 
at  one  other  designated  time  during  the  week  to  consider 
violations  of  rules  incurred  during  the  previous  week.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President. 

Section  3.  The  Chairman  of  Proctors  shall  call  a  meeting 
of  the  Proctors  at  least  once  a  month. 

Section  4.  Hall  meetings  shall  be  held  in  October,  January, 
and  April  for  reviewing  rules,  emphasizing  any  new  rules, 
and   conducting   other   necessary  business. 

Section  5.  Attendance  at  hall  meetings  and  other  meetings 
is  required  when  announced  by  the  Student  Council. 

ARTICLE  XI 

Election  of  Club   and  other  Officers 

Cabinet  Committee  Chairmen  shall  be  chosen  by  Christian 
Association    Executive    Officers. 

The  remaining  Officers  of  the  Athletic  Association  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Athletic  Association  Executive  Committee 
according  to  the  Athletic  Association  Constitution. 

Remaining  Society  officers  and  marshals  shall  be  elected 
by  the  societies. 

Other  officers  shall  be  elected  by  their  respective  clubs.

ARTICLE  XII 

Quorum 

Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Association,  or  of  the 
Student  Council,  constitute  a  quorum  of  their  respective 
bodies. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

Amendment 

Any  amendment  to  the  Constitution  may  be  proposed  to 
the  Student  Council  by  ten  members  of  the  Association  or 
by  five  members  of  the  Student  Council.  If  approved  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  it  shall  be  presented  to  the  Association 
where  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Association  shall  be  necessary 
for  its  ratification. 
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BY-LAWS 

I — Penalties 

1.  A  report  of  the  work  and  penalties  given  by  the  Student 
Council  shall  be  made  known  to  the  Dean  of  Students. 

2.  When  a  student  has  received  25  demerits,  she  shall  be 
campused  for  one  week.  After  receiving  50  demerits  during 
one  semester,  a  student  shall  be  campused  for  two  weeks. 

3.  Demerits  will  be  cancelled  at  the  end  of  each  semester. 

4.  Offenders    may    be    brought   before   the    Student    Council 
at  any  time  for  reprimand  or  restriction  when  the  Student 
Council  deems  it  necessary.  Upon  the  second  campus  in  one 
semester  parents  are  notified. 

5_  No  one  may  be  excused  from  a  campus.  Any  breaking 
of  a  campus,  either  deliberate  or  not  deliberate,  will  be  dealt 
with  as  a  major  offense  by  the  Student  Council. 

6.  For  continued  willful  violations  of  By-Laws  and  regula- 
tions as  expressed  in  the  Handbook,  a  student  may  be  brought 
before  the  Student  Council  for  action  deemed  necessary  for 
the  violation. 

77 — Standing  Committees 

1.  Fire  Chief  and  Recorder  of  Points  shall  be  appointed 
from  the  rising  Junior  or  Senior  Class  by  the  Student  Council. 

2.  Student  Kitchen  Committee:  The  Student  Kitchen  Com- 
mittee shall  consist  of  two  members  of  the  Student  Council, 
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appointed  by  the  Council,  and  several  members  of  the  Student 
Body  at  large. 

3.  Sewing  Room  Committee:  The  Sewing  Room  Committee 
shall  consist  of  two  members  of  the  Student  Council,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Council,  and  several  members  of  the  Student 
Body  at  large. 

Ill— Fire  Drill 

1.  Any  student  remaining  in  the  building  during  a  fire 
drill  shall  receive    6  demerits. 

2.  There  shall  be  at  least  eight  fire  drills  a  year,  preferably 
one  each  month.  The  fire  squad  appointed  by  the  chief  must 
be  approved  by  the  Student  Council  and  the  Dean  of  Students.

IV — The  Activities  Point  System 

The    Point    System    is    designed    to    distribute   honors    and 

responsibilities  as  widely  as  possible  and  to  keep  any  student 

from  becoming  so  overloaded  with  extra-curricular  activities 

that  her  health  or  academic  achievement  may  be  impaired. 

1.  No  student  shall  carry  more  than  fifteen  points  in  one 
college  year. 

2.  The  Point  System  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a 
student  Recorder  of  Points  whose  duties  shall  be  to  keep 
an  up-to-date  copy  of  the  Point  System,  to  post  at  least 
a  week  before  elections  a  list  of  students  eligible  for  nomi- 
nation to  major  offices,  and  to  see  that  no  student  carries 
more  than  the  allowed  number  of  points. 

a.  Eligibility  for  holding  ten  or  more  points  requires  an 

84  average. 

b.  Eligibility  for  holding  a   Council   position   requires   an 

85  average. 

c.  The  nominees  for  Student  Council  positions  and  Editor 
of  the  Annual  must  be  approved  by  the  Executive 
Committee.

REGULATIONS 

It  is  believed  that  each  of  the  following  regulations  has 
a  reasonable  basis.  If  you  cannot  find  any  reason  underlying 
a  regulation,  you  should  go  to  a  member  of  the  Student 
Council  with  your  questions  and  criticisms.  If,  after  inquir- 
ing about  a  regulation,  you  remain  convinced  that  the  regu- 
lation has  no  basis,  the  Honor  System  still  asks  you  to  uphold 
the  rule,  in  return  for  the  confidence  placed  in  you.  We  are 
privileged  to  have  an  honor  system  instead  of  a  policing 
system,  and  by  your  own  acknowledgment,  what  you  receive 
as  a  result  of  this  system  is  far  greater  than  the  annoyance 
caused  by  keeping  any  regulation  with  which  you  disagree. 

There  are  some  rules  which  as  time  passes  become  un- 
necessary, and  that  is  the  reason  the  rules  are  annually 
revised.  Any  member  of  the  Association  may  request  Student 
Council's  consideration  of  a  revision.  The  request  may  be 
made  directly  or  through  a  member  of  Student  Council.

DORMITORY  REGULATIONS 
Section  1.  Quiet 

a.  Students  must  be  quiet  from  11:15  P.M.  to  7:00  A.M. 

b.  Students  must  in  IN  their  rooms  and  quiet  at  11:15  P.M. 

on  week  nights  and  12 :00  midnight  on  Sunday  nights. 
Students  are  expected  to  be  quiet  after  12  :00  midnight 
on  Saturday  night. 

c.  Students  must  be  quiet  during  the  night  study  hours. 

d.  Students  are  not  to  type  in  their  rooms  after  11:15  P.M. 
If  necessary  to  type  after  this  hour,  with  special  permis- 
sion, a  student  may  use  Zetesian   Society  Hall. 

e.  Radios  and  record  players  may  be  played  softly  at  any 
time  except  during  study  hour  and  except  from  12:10 
A.M.  to  7:00  A.M.  on  any  morning. 

f.  Students  taking  Music  Appreciation  or  Music  History 
may  use  their  record  players  during  study  hour  in  the 
following  places: 

1.  The  society  halls. 

2.  The  classrooms  on  second  floor. 

This   must  be   done   quietly   and   applies   only   to   use   in 
studying. 

g.  The  penalty  for  breaking  any  of  the  above  rules  shall  be 
five  demerits. 

In  consideration  of  others,  students  are  asked  to  be  quiet 
during  classtime,  during  Prayer  Bands,  during  any  scheduled 
meeting  in  the  auditorium  or  the  rotunda,  and  on  Sundays. 


Section  2.  Study  Hour— 7:15  to  10:15  P.M.  Monday  through 
Friday 

a.  This  period  is  for  study,  and  in  order  that  no  one  be 
disturbed,  quiet  must  be  maintained  in  all  rooms  and  on 
all  dormitory  halls  and  in  the  rotunda. 

1.  All  Freshmen  are  to  observe  closed  study. 

2.  All  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors  may  have  open 
study.  Abuse  of  this  privilege  by  any  individual  will 
mean  its  withdrawal. 

b.  Closed  Study 

1.  Students  having  closed  study  are  to  be  in  their  own  rooms, 
classrooms,  in  Zetesian  Society  Hall,  or  in  the  library ; 
music  students  may  use  the  practice  rooms  and  listening 
room  in  the  Conservatory,  and  the  business  students  may 
use  the  machines  in  the  business  classrooms.  Xon-business 
students  may  not  use  the  machines  in  the  Business  Depart- 
ment except  with  special  permission  of  the  Business  De- 
partment faculty.  The  listening  room  is  to  be  used  only 
by  music  students. 

2.  Special  permission  must  be  secured  from  their  Council 
Member  or  Proctor  if  more  than  two  students  wish 
to  study  together. 

3.  First  semester  Freshmen  are  not  to  go  to  the  tea 
room  during  their  closed  study  period. 

Second  semester  Freshmen  may  take  one  ten-minute 
break  to  go  to  the  tea  room  during  closed  study. 

Section  3.  Busy  Official  Signs 

a.    Busy  Official  signs  are  to  be  on  the  students'  doors  only 
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when  the  students  are  in  the  room  studying. 

b.  Only  printed  Busy  Official  signs  issued  by  the  College 
may  be  used. 

c.  A  Busy  Official  sign  may  be  broken  only  by  a  Council 
Member  and  then  only  in  case  of  an  emergency. 

d.  Persons  who  willfully  break  a  Busy  Official  Sign  on  another 
student's  door  shall  be  given  10  demerits. 

e.  Busy  Official  Signs  may  not  be  used  on  the  Student  Kitchen, 
the  Sewing  Room,  or  the  Society  Halls. 

f.  A  Do  Not  Disturb  sign  must  be  respected  as  a  matter  of 
courtesy  of  one  student  for  another  and  must  not  be 
taken  lightly. 

Section  4.  Lights 

a.  Adequate  sleep  is  important  to  the  health  of  the  indi- 
vidual. Therefore,  students  are  expected  to  use  their  un- 
limited light  privileges  with  discretion. 

b.  Monday  through  Friday 

1.  Freshmen  must  have  their  lights  out  and  be  in  bed 
at  11:30  P.M.  first  semester  and  12:00  midnight  second 
semester. 

2.  Freshmen  may  have  four  unlimited  light  cuts  a  month 
by  signing  on  their  Proctor's  door  before  11:15  P.M. 

3.  Sophomores,  Juniors  and  Seniors  may  have  unlimited 
lights. 

c.  All  students  may  have  unlimited  lights  on  Saturday  night. 

d.  All  students  may  have  unlimited  lights  during  examina- 
tion week  and  the  week  preceding  examinations. 
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Section  5.     Meals 

a.  Breakfast  is  served  on  school  days  at  7  :30  A.M. ;  lunch  at 
1 :05  P.M. ;  dinner  at  6  :00  P.M.  Saturday  lunch  is  served 
at  12:30  P.M.  and  Saturday  dinner  at  5:30  P.M.  Sunday 
breakfast  is  served  at  8  :00  A.M.  and  Sunday  lunc-h  at  12  :30 
P.M. 

b.  Students  desiring  to  invite  a  guest  to  a  meal  must  purchase 
a  ticket  from  the  Dietitian  before  the  meal. 

Meal  prices  for  guests  are : 

Breakfast  $  .40 

Lunch  .60 

Dinner  .85 

Sunday  Lunch  1.00 

Bag  Suppers  .40 

Outdoor  Suppers  .50 

c.  Students  may  have  three  breakfast  cuts  a  week.  These  may 
be  taken  by  signing  on  the  second  floor  bulletin  board  by 
5  :30  P.M.  the  previous  day.  Students  failing  to  sign  up  will 
receive  10  demerits.  Abuse  of  this  privilege  by  anyone  will 
mean  its  immediate  withdrawal  for  everyone.  Sunday 
breakfast  is  not  required. 

d.  Students  must  be  at  lunch  and  dinner  unless  eating  away 
from  campus  or  unless  excused  by  the  Dean  of  Students, 
the  Assistant  Dean,  the  Nurse,  the  President  of  the  Student 
Association,  or  the  Vice-President  of  the  Student  Association. 

e.  Students  not  eating  in  the  dining  room  must  sign  in  the 
meal  book  at  least  two  hours  before  the  meal  that  is  to  be 
missed. 

f.  Except   when   properly   accounted   for,   students   late  for   a

meal  will   receive  two  demerits,   and  students  absent  from 
lunch  or  dinner  will  receive  five  demerits. 

Section  6.  Rooms  and  House  Guests 

a.  Students  should  notify  the  Dean  of  Students  and  sign 
in  the  guest  book  when  entertaining  overnight  visitors 
in  the  College. 

b.  Guests  are  expected  to  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the 
College. 

c.  On  Saturday  night  students  may  spend  the  night  with 
four  in  a  room  by  signing  with  the  Proctor  before  11:30 
P.M.  If  spending  the  night  off  her  hall,  the  student  must 
sign  with  both  Proctors. 

d.  Students  are  expected  to  keep  their  rooms  reasonably 
clean  and  neat  at  all  times.  Rooms  should  be  ready  for 
inspection  any  morning  after  10;00  A.M. 

e.  Students  may  put  locks  on  their  rooms  if  they  desire, 
with  the  understanding  that  the  locks  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  College.  One  key  must  be  left  with  the  Dean 
of  Students,  and  doors  are  to  be  locked  only  when  students 
are  not  in  the  rooms. 

Section  7.  Infirmary 

a.  Infirmary  office  hours  will  be  posted  on  the  infirmary  door. 
A  student  may  come  in  case  of  an  emergency  at  any  hour. 
When  the  nurse  is  not  in  the  infirmary,  she  may  be  located 
in  case  of  emergency  through  the  telephone  girl. 

b.  No  one  may  enter  the  infirmary  or  communicate  with  the 
patients  in  any  way  over  a  No  Visitors  Sign.  Visiting 
rules  will  depend  on  the  patient's  condition,  but  each  patient 
may  have  only  two  visitors  at  a  time. 
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c.  The  refrigerator  and  the  equipment  in  the  infirmary  kitchen 

are  not  for  student  use. 
Section  8.  General  College  Regulations 

a.  Students  who  do  not  have  closed  study  may  use  the 
Student  Kitchen  during  study  hour,  but  are  to  do  so 
very  quietly. 

b.  Ironing  boards  and  irons  are  not  to  be  taken  from  the 
halls. 

c.  Clothes  racks  are  not  to  be  on  the  halls  from  7  :30  A.M.  to 
7:00  P.M. 

d.  Every  student  is  held  responsible  for  all  announcements 
made  in  chapel,  student  body  meetings,  the  dining  room, 
hall  meetings,  and  those  posted  on  the  bulletin  boards. 
Announcements  made  in  the  dining  room  must  be  written 
on  tne  blackboard  outside  the  Tea  Room.  Announcements 
concerning  day  students  must  be  posted  on  the  dining  room 
bulletin  board. 

e.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  the  Concert-Lecture 
series.  Students  having  dates  must  attend  and  must  obtain 
tickets  for  their  dates.  Each  guest  for  the  Concert-Lecture 
series  must  have  a  ticket  which  jLs  purchased  at  the  price  of 
a  single  admission. 

f.  Xo   student    is   allowed   to    communicate   with   boys   from   a 

dormitory  window  or  fire  escape. 

g.  Students  wishing  to  use  the  auditorium  for  any  reason  must 
secure  permission  from  the  Dean  of  the  Conservatory. 

h.  Campus  flowers  and  shrubbery  are  not  to  be  cut  except 
with  permission  from  the  Gardener  or  Assistant  Dean  of 
Students. 
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i.  Moving  furniture  or  household  equipment  must  be  approved 
by   the  Dean  of   Students. 

j.  Any  student  having  more  than  two  electrical  appliances  in 
one  double  outlet  shall  be  given  ten  demerits.  This  .shall 
be   enforced  for   safety. 

Section  9.  Smoking 

a.  Written  permission  must  be  in  the  office  of  the  Dean 
of  Students  before  boarding  students  may  smoke. 

b.  Smoking  is  permitted  on  campus  only  under  the  following 
circumstances: 

1*    In   the   college   parlors   while   dating   after   6:00   P.M. 

2.  In  the  tea  room  of  the  College  until  11:00  P.M.  on 
week  nights,  11:45  P.M.  on  Saturday  nights,  and  11:30 
P.M.  on  Sunday  nights. 

3.  In  Vardell  Court  until  7:15  P.M. 

4.  Because  of  fire  hazard,  any  student  who  smokes  in  any 
place  and  at  any  time  on  campus,  other  than  those  desig- 
nated for  that  purpose,  will  be  brought  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Student  Council  and  may  be  suspended 
for  the  remainder  of  the  semester. 

c.  Smoking  off  campus  is  permitted,  but  Flora  Macdonald 
students  are  expected  to  use  their  good  judgment  and 
to  avoid  being  conspicuous  at  any  time.  It  is  not  con- 
sidered good  taste  to  smoke  on  streets  and  in  business 
establishments. 
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SOCIAL  REGULATIONS 

Flora  Macdonald  students  are  expected  to  behave  with  good 
taste  at  all  times. 

Section  1.  Written  Permission 

a.  For  the  following  occasions  a  general  permission  from 
parent  or  guardian  must  be  filed  with  the  Dean  of  Students, 
and  is  in  effect  as  long  as  the  student  remains  in  college : 

1.  Spending  the  day  or  week-end  at  the  home  of  other 
students.  A  Freshman  during  the  first  semester  must 
have  special  permission  stating  the  name  of  the  stu- 
dent  in   whose   home   she   is   to    spend   the  week-end. 

2.  Receiving  men  callers. 

3.  Making  trips  in  automobiles.  (This  relieves  the  Col- 
lege   and    owners    of   the    cars    of    all    responsibility.) 

4.  Taking  afternoon  and  evening  riding  permissions  and 
missing  a  meal  with  permission.  It  is  necessary  that  the 
names  be  given  of  the  boy  or  boys  with  whom  Freshmen 
may  ride,  unless  blanket  permission  is  given  from  home. 

5.  Taking   class   or  grade  privileges   as  they  come   due. 

6.  Being  able  to  smoke  according  to  the  regulations  laid 
down  in  the  Handbook  under  Smoking. 

b.  Special  permission  must  be  filed  with  the  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents for  the  following  occasions.  If  blanket  permission 
is  not  given,  these  must  be  renewed  each  time. 

1.  Spending  the  week-end  away  from  the  College  when 
not  going  home  or  to  other  students'  homes,  and  for 
Freshmen  and  Sophomores  to  spend  the  day  or  week- 
end with  day  students. 

2.  For  any  student  to  ride  home  with  her  date  after  a 
dance  at  the  College. 
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2.    For  any   students   to   ride   home  with   her   date   after 
a  dance  at  the  College. 

c.  All  permissions  must  be  sent  from  the  parent  or  guardian 
to  the  Dean  of  Students. 

Section  2.  Dates 

a.  All  students  may  date: 

1.  Any  afternoon  until   6:00   P.M. 

2.  Sunday   until   11:30   P.M. 

3.  Saturday  until  11:45  P.M. 

4.  On  their  night  out  during  the  week  until  11:00  P.M. 
(See  riding  time  on  the  chart  on  page  48.) 

5.  Until   12 :30   A.M.,   after   attending   college   dances.   The 
doors  of  the  college  will  be  locked  at  that  time. 

b.  Dates  may  use  the  parlors,  porches,  drives  and  terraces 
from  the  entrance  to  Vardell  Hall  to  the  Conservatory, 
recreation  room,   classrooms   and  tea  room. 

1.  Students   may  use  the   Conservatory  hall  for  dating. 

2.  Students  may  not  use  Studios  5,  8,  19,  or  the  Theory 
classroom  13  for  dating. 

c.  Callers  must  enter  and  leave  by  the  main  entrance  and, 
as  a  matter  of  courtesy,  speak  to  the  Dean  of  Students 
before  leaving. 

d.  Dates  are  asked  to  wear  coats  and  ties  after  6  :00  P.M.  on 
Saturday  and  all  day  on   Sunday. 

Section  3.  Off  Campus 

a.  Cards 

1.    In  and  out  cards  are  to  be  signed  every  time  a  student 
leaves  and  returns  to  the  campus  except  for  Sunday 
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morning  church  services.  A  student  may  go  only  to 
the  place  for  which  she  has  signed  out  and  only 
in  the  manner  in  which  she  has  stated. 

2.  Week-end  cards  are  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Dean  of  Students  by  10:30  P.M.  Thursday.  Students 
are  expected  to  give  accurate  and  adequate  informa- 
tion concerning  week-end  plans. 

b.  A  student  is  under  college  regulations  unless  she  is  at 
home,  away  for  the  week-end,  or  at  a  friend's  home  with 
special  permission. 

c.  A  student  must  notify  the  Dean  of  Students  before  the 
expected  hour  of  return  if  for  any  reason  she  is  detained. 
Failure  to  return  at  the  proper  time  will  be  dealt  with 
by  the   Student  Council. 

d.  Town  regulations: 

1.  Students  may  go  to  town  any  weekday  morning  or  after- 
noon. Three  or  more  students  may  go  during  the  eve- 
ning. 

2.  Only  with f permission  from  the  Dean  of  Students  may 
students  visit  faculty  homes  and  the  Home  Manage- 
ment House  at  night. 

3.  Only  in  groups  of  three  or  more  may  students  walk  to 
the  movie. 

e.  Out  of  town : 

1.  In  the  morning  or  afternoon,  two  or  more  students  may 
go  to  Fayetteville  or  other  nearby  towns.  In  the  eve- 
ning they  must  receive  permission  from  the  Dean  of 
Students. 

2.  When  a  student  goes  home  or  away  from  the  College 
for  the  day,  she  must  return  by  11:00  P.M.  on  week 
nights,  11:45  on  Saturday  nights  and  11:30  on  Sunday 
nights. 
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a.  A  day  out  is  defined  as  beginning  in  the  morning 
and  lasting  through  the  afternoon  and  evening. 

b.  From   Monday  through   Friday,   it   is   considered   a 
night  out: 

1.  When    a    student   is    dating    on    or    off   campus. 

2.  When  a  student  leaves  the  campus  for  any 
reason,  missing  any  part  of  the  stated  study 
hour. 

3.  When  the  student  spends  a  weeknight  away 
from  the  campus. 

4.  When  a  student  misses  a  part  of  the  designated 
study  hour  (exceeding  ten  minutes)  for  reere- 
ational    purposes. 

3.  Students  away  for  the  weekend  must  return  by  11 :00 
P.M.  Sunday  night,  or  on  the  following  day  in  time  to 
meet  their  first  class.  Students  away  for  a  holiday 
must  return  by  11 :00  P.M.  the  night  before  classes  are 
resumed,  or  in  time  for  their  first  class. 
Section  4.  Riding 

a.  General  riding  permission  must  be  obtained  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  from  parents  or  guardian  and  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Students. 

b.  All  students  with  general  permission  may  ride  with 
parents,  other  relatives,  and  friends  other  than  dates. 

c.  All  Freshmen  must  speak  to  the  Dean  of  Students  before 
riding  with  dates. 

d.  Each  student  is  permitted  an  accumulation  of  ten  minutes 
of  grace  per  semester  for  arriving  on  campus  late.  Any- 
one exceeding  this  10  minute  limit  shall  be  drastically 
dealt  with  by  the  Student  Council. 
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Section  6.  Sunday 

a.  Flora  Macdonald  students  are  expected  to  observe  the 
spirit  of  Sunday  throughout  the  day.  We,  the  students, 
believe  strongly  that  attendance  at  church  services  is  a 
vital  part  of  our  preparation  for  worthwhile  living.  Flora 
Macdonald  College  believes  also  that  its  program  of  train- 
ing women  for  Christ  is  subverted  when  students  ignore 
or  neglect  spiritual  matters.  Therefore,  students  are  re- 
quired to  attend  church  services  on  Sunday. 

b.  Each  student  is  allowed  three  excused  absences  from 
church    each    semester. 

Section  7.  Dress 

a.  Students  and  dates  are  expected  to  dress  neatly  and  ap- 
propriately for  every  occasion. 

b.  Semiformal  dress  is  to  be  worn  by  all  students  to  required 
concerts  which  are  followed  by  receptions. 

c.  Hats  are  to  be  worn  to  church.  Hose  are  to  be  worn  on 
all  dress  occasions,  when  dating  after  6:00  P.M.,  and 
all  day  Sunday  except  in  the  dormitory  halls.  The  Student 
Council  reserves  the  right,  after  consultation  with  the 
Dean  of  Students,  to  change  this  rule  of  dress  when  the 
occasion  demands. 

d.  Bermuda  shorts  and  slacks  may  be  worn  in  the  tea  room 
except  when  dating  and  may  be  worn  when  practicing 
in  the  Conservatory. 

e.  Scarves  must  not  be  worn  to  classes  or  to  meals,  but 
may  be  worn  to  Sunday  morning  breakfast  and  buffet 
meals. 

Section  8.  Telephone 

a.  All  long  distance  calls  (either  pay  or  collect)  must  be 
made  from  the  pay  phones  and  must  be  completed  by  11 :0C 
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p.m.     Special  permission  must  be  obtained  from  the  Dean 
of  Students  for  any  extension  of  this  time. 

b.  No  student  having  closed  study  may  accept  a  local  phone 
call. 

c.  Local  calls  are  limited  to  five  minutes. 

d.  Only  for  emergency  calls  may  a   student  leave   class. 

e.  No  local  call  may  be  accepted  after  10:45  P.M.  Please 
have  your  relatives  and  friends  make  long  distance  calls 
to  you  before  10:45  P.M. 

Section  9.  Cars 

a.  Every  boarding  student  must  have  permission  from  the 
Dean  of  Students  to  keep  a  car  on  the  campus  and  must 
promise  to  abide  by  the  rules  regarding  the  use  of  cars. 

b.  If  a  student  keeps  her  car  for  longer  than  a  week-end, 
she  must  abide  by  the  following  rules: 

1.  She  must  show  her  driver's  license  to  the  Dean  of 
Students. 

2.  She  must  have  evidence  of  full  liability  insurance, 
company  and  policy,  and  extent  of  coverage  both  to 
persons  and  property  which  may  sustain  injury  as 
a  result  of  all  accidents  related  to  the  car. 

3.  She  must  park  in  the  rear  of  the  building  in  a  desig. 
nated  place. 

4.  Parents  or  guardians  are  asked  to  mail  to  the  Dean 
of   Students  any  further  suggestions  or  instructions. 

5.  Copies  of  these  regulations  shall  be  sent  to  the  parents 
or  guardians  and  a  statement  signed  by  said  parent 
or  guardian  shall  be  filed  with  the  proper  college 
authorities.

c.  The  College  reserves  the  right  to  ask  any  student  who 
has  a  car  to  take  the  car  home,  if  the  authorities  feel 
that  having  said  car  is  in  any  way  detrimental  to  the 
student  or  the  College. 

Section   10.     Demerits 

a.  A  demerit  is  a  penalty  which  may  be  given  for  violation 
of  dormitory  and  social  regulations. 

b.  Demerits  may  be  given  by  Council  Members,  Proctors,  the 
Dean  of  Students,  and  the  Assistant  Dean. 

c.  The  following  offenses  will  be  penalized  with  the  designated 
number  of  demerits.

d.     Offenses  which   are,  not   listed  in   the  handbook  shall  be 

referred  to  the  Student  Council. 
Section  11.  Campus 
a.    General  Campus 

A  person  on  general  campus: 

1.  Cannot   leave   the   college   campus    except,  for   church 
services  on  Sunday. 

2.  Can  communicate  by  telephone  only  with  the  members 
of  the  immediate  family. 

3.  Cannot    receive    men    callers    for    longer    than    fifteen 
minutes. 

4.  Cannot  represent  the  College  in  any  off -campus  activity 
unless  academically  required. 

5.  THE  FOLLOWING  SHALL  BE  IN  EFFECT  MONDAY 
THROUGH  FRIDAY: 

a.  Students  on  general  campus  may  not  watch  T.V.  nor 
use  the  recreational  facilities  such  as  Recreation 
Room,  swimming  pool,  tennis  courts,  and  gym  after 
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7  :15   p.m. 

b.  Students  on  general  campus  may  not  remain  in  the 
Tea  Room  for  more  than  ten  minutes  in  the  morning, 
ten  minutes  in  the  afternoon,  and  ten  minutes  at 
night. 

b.     Strict  Campus 

Strict  campus  involves  the  first  five  items  in  general  cam- 
pus.    In  addition,  a  person  on  strict  campus : 

1.  Will  be  on  room  restriction : 

a.  Must  observe  closed  study  from  1 :45  to  5 :45  each 
afternoon  and  from  7  :15  to  10 :15  each  night. 

b.  Must  get  permission  from  the  Council  Member  to  go 
to  another  student's  room  during  closed  study. 

c.  Must  not  be  in  the  room  with  more  than  one  person 
other  than  her  roommate  at  a  time  during  closed 
study.  A  sign  will  be  posted  on  the  door  of  the 
student  on  campus  to  remind  the  other  students  of 
the  regulations  she  is  under. 

d.  If  room  restriction  is  broken,  campus  is  broken. 

2.  The  first  four  items  of  general  campus  will  be  in  effect 
on  Saturday  and  Sunday. 
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ACADEMIC  REQUIREMENTS  AND  REGULATIONS 

Attention:  Academic  requirements  may  be  found  in  the 
college    catalogue    on    pages    54-62. 

Section  1.  Class  Attendance 

Regular  and  punctual  attendance  at  all  classes  is  required 
of  members  of  the  student  body.  Three  unexcused  tardies  in 
a  class  constitute  an  absence.  Daily  reports  of  class  absences 
are  filed  by  each  faculty  member  with  the  Dean  of  the 
College.  No  member  of  the  faculty  has  authority  to  excuse 
a  student  from  class. 

a.  It  is  particularly  important  that  freshmen  miss  as  few 
classes  as  possible. 

b.  If  for  any  reason,  or  combination  of  reasons,  a  student 
is  compelled  to  be  absent  from  more  than  15%  of  the 
class  meetings  in  a  course,  the  privilege  of  making  up 
the  work  rests  with  the  Executive  Committee  in  consul- 
tation with  the  instructor. 

c.  A  student  may  be  excused  from  class  at  any  time  by 
the  Dean  of  the  College,  in  case  of  illness,  emergency, 
or  to  represent  the  college. 

d.  Freshmen  living  100  miles  or  more  from  the  College  will 
be  given  one  day's  excused  absence  during  the  first  half 
of  the  first  semester  as  a  travel  cut.  Such  a  cut  will 
be  counted  as  a  grade  absence. 

e.  A  student  may  be  put  upon  academic  probation  by  the 
Executive  Committee  as  a  result  of  poor  work,  and  re- 
quired not  only  to  attend  all  formal  class  meetings  unless 
providentially  hindered,  but  also  perhaps  to  have  addi- 
tional hours  of  coaching  in  order  to  improve  her  standing. 
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f.  Students  not  on  academic  probation  will  be  allowed  ab- 
sences from  each  class  over  and  above  those  for  illness, 
emergency,  or  representing  the  college,  in  accordance  with 
the  following  schedule: 

General  average  of  A  Unlimited  cuts 

General  average  of  B  3  cuts  per  semester 

General  average  of  C  2  cuts  per  semester 

General  average  of  D  1  cut  per  semester 

(1)  For  the  first  unexcused  overcut  of  either  class  or 
chapel  in  any  one  semester,  the  student  shall  be 
placed  on  academic  probation. 

(2)  For  each  subsequent  overcut,  after  probation,  a  stu- 
dent shall  have  one  semester  hour's  credit  deducted 
from  her  academic  record,  said  deduction  to  be  made 
from  the  total  number  of  earned  credits  and  not  from 
any  one  subject. 

(3)  Responsibility  for  any  work  missed  during  a  class 
absence  rests  upon  the  student. 

g.  In  any  course,  absence  from  the  last  class  meeting  be- 
fore, or  the  first  class  meeting  after,  an  announced  holi- 
day will  count  as  a  double  absence. 

Section  2.  Examinations,  Tests,  and  Reviews 

Students  are  required  to  be  present  for  tests  announced 
a  week  in  advance. 

a.  A  student  who  has  three  examinations  in  succession  may 
ask  for  an  adjustment  in  the  time  of  taking  them  by 
speaking  to  the  Dean  of  the  College  and  to  the  Registrar. 

b.  A  mid-semester  testing  period  will  be  provided  in  the 
schedules  made  out  by  the  Registrar's  office,  and  rigidly 
observed  by  professors  and  students. 
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c.  Other  reviews  or  tests  of  some  length  may  be  given  by- 
professors  at  their  discretion,  and  if  announced  a  week 
ahead  of  time,  students  will  be  expected  to  attend  unless 
providentially  hindered. 

d.  A  student  who  has  three  tests  the  same  day  may  ask  for 
an  adjustment  in  the  time  of  taking  one,  provided  she 
speaks  to  one  of  the  instructors  when  the  announcement 
of  the  third  test  is  made.  Such  a  make-up  test  must  be 
taken  at  the  time  specified  by  the  instructor. 

e.  Short  quizzes  are  left  entirely  to  the  decision  of  the 
professor,  without  the  obligation  of  giving  them  over  to 
any  student. 

Section  3.  Courses  Conditioned  or  Dropped 

a.  Students  making  E  on  a-  subject  will  be  allowed  one  re- 
examination on  that  subject.  Students  are  required  to 
remove  conditions  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  classes. 

b.  (1)   Students   are   allowed   to   drop   and   add   courses   for 

a  period  of  two  weeks,  starting  from  the  first  day 
of  scheduled  classes. 

(2)  Students  are  allowed  to  drop  courses  for  a  period 
of  three  weeks,  starting  with  the  first  day  of  sched- 
uled classes. 

c.  Freshmen  are  allowed  to  drop  courses  for  a  period  of 
four  weeks,  starting  with  the  first  day  of  scheduled 
classes. 

Students  who  drop  courses  within  these  time  periods  will  be 
given  the  grade  of  "W"   (withdrawn). 

The    College   Physician    may   recommend    to    the    Executive 
Committee  that  a  student  be  allowed  to  drop  a  course  at 
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any  time.  The  Dean  of  the  College  may  make  a  similar 
recommendation,  when  the  circumstances  surrounding  a 
student's  work  are  of  an  unusual  nature. 

Section  4.  Chapel  and  Auditorium  Meetings 

a.  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday  chapel  is  held  in  the 
auditorium.  Chapel  attendance  is  required  of  all  students 
except  those  who  are  doing  student  teaching  during  the 
hour,  or  those  in  the  infirmary,  or  those  having  special 
permission  from  the  Dean  of  Students. 

Absences  from  chapel  will  be  marked  according  to  seat 
number  by  students  designated  for  this  assignment  by 
the  Dean  of  the  College. 

b.  Five  chapel  absences  are  permitted  each  semester.  For 
an  absence  in  excess  of  this  number,  a  student  will  have 
to  appear  before  the  Executive  Committee. 

c.  The  regular  chapel  period  will  be  a  free  period  on  Monday, 
at  which  time  class  and  club  meetings  may  be  called. 
Students  are  expected  to  attend  meetings  scheduled  for 
this  period.  Exceptions  listed  in  a.  apply  here. 

d.  Wednesday  is  reserved  for  student  body  and  day  student 
meetings.  Students  absent  from  student  body  meetings 
will  receive  a  call  down. 

e.  Students  wishing  to  use  the  auditorium  for  any  reason 
must  secure  permission  from  the  Dean  of  the  Conserva- 
tory. The  auditorium  is  considered  a  classroom  and  is 
to  be  respected  as  such. 

Section  5.  Regulations 

a.  Requests  for  emergency  absences  must  be  made  in  writing 
and  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Students  by  10:30 
Wednesday  night  for  presentation  to  the  Faculty  Execu- 
tive Committee  at  3:00  P.M.  Thursday. 
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b.  A  student  absent  because  of  personal  illness  at  the  Col- 
lege must  have  Absence  Slip  signed  by  the  nurse  and 
must  return  slip  to  the  Dean  of  Students  by  the  following 
Friday. 

c.  In  case  of  a  student's  personal  illness  at  home,  a  letter 
from  parent,  or  guardian,  or  doctor  must  be  sent  to  the 
Dean  of  Students. 

d.  All  unexcused  absences  are  taken  directly  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  for  drastic  action. 

e.  Students  taking  Applied  Music  for  credit  are  required  to 
attend  announced  afternoon  recitals  and  faculty  recitals. 
Excuses  for  absence  must  be  signed  by  the  student's 
applied  music  teacher. 

Section  6.  Business  Hours 

a.  Bursar's  Office: 

Monday  through  Friday— 3:00  to  4:00  P.M. 
Saturday— 12:00  to  12:30  P.M. 

b.  Book  Room: 

Monday  through  Friday— 3:00  to  4:00  P.M. 
Saturday— 12:00  to  12:30  P.M. 

c.  Music  Book  Room: 

Monday  through  Friday — 4:45  to  5:15  P.M. 

Section  7.  Library  Privileges  and  Regulations 

a.  CIRCULATING  BOOKS  may  be  borrowed  for  a  period 
of  two  weeks  and  are  usually  renewable.  Books  may  not 
be  taken  from  the  library  after  9:45  P.M. 

b.  RESERVE  BOOKS  may  be  taken  from  the  library  from 
8:30  to  9:45  P.M.  and  must  be  returned  within  30  minutes 
after  the  library  opens.  On  Saturday  reserve  books  may 
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be  borrowed  at  12:00  noon.  Borrowers  remain  responsible 
for  books  as  long  as  they  are  charged  to  them.  They  are 
not  to  be  given  or  loaned  to  others  without  first  being 
returned  to  the  loan  desk  for  discharging. 

c.  REFERENCE  BOOKS  are  not  to  be  taken  from  the 
library. 

d.  PERIODICALS:  As  a  rule  periodicals  are  to  be  used  in 
the  library.  Those  which  the  library  expects  to  bind  must 
always  be  used  there.  A  list  of  the  periodicals  subscribed 
for  may  be  found  in  the  Southeast  corner  of  the  library, 
where  the  magazines  are  kept.  Here  are  listed  also  a 
small  group  of  periodicals  which  may  be  checked  out 
from  the  library  and  kept  one  week.  Current  numbers 
and  bound  volumes  are  not  circulated.  For  access  to  the 
periodical  stacks  special  permission  must  be  obtained 
from  the  librarian  in  charge. 

e.  THE  RECORD  LIBRARY  is  available,  under  the  follow- 
ing conditions,  for  all  students.  Each  record  must  be 
returned  the  same  day  that  it  is  withdrawn  from  the 
library  with  the  exception  of  week-ends.  All  records  should 
be  in  the  library  ten  minutes  before  it  closes  at  night. 
On  the  week-end,  records  may  be  checked  out  on  Saturday 
at  12:00  noon  and  returned  by  8:45  A.M.  Monday.  Records 
may  not  be  taken  outside  the  college  except  for  practice 
teaching.    Use   record   catalogue   to   locate   selections. 

f.  EVERY  BOOK,  PERIODICAL  OR  RECORD  taken  from 
the  library  must  be  charged  at  the  loan  desk. 

g.  To  avoid  accidents,  INK  BOTTLES  are  not  to  be  carried 
into  the  library.  Both  blue  and  black  ink  are  available 
there. 
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h.    FINES: 

1.  Overdue  general  books  two  cents  a  day. 

2.  Overdue  periodicals  two  cents  a  day. 

3.  Overdue  reserve  records  and  books  twenty-five  cents 
for  the  first  hour  and  five  cents  an  hour  thereafter. 

4.  One  dollar  for  taking  any  of  above  from  library  with- 
out charging  at  loan  desk. 

i.    LIBRARY  HOURS: 

Monday  through  Friday — 8:15  A.M.  to  5:55  P.  M. 

6:45  P.M.  to  10:00  P.M. 

Saturday— 8:05  A.M.  to  12:55  P.M.,  1:30  to   5:00  P.  M. 

j.     All  books  must  be  returned  and  all  fines  must  be  paid  be- 
fore a  student  may  take  her  examinations. 

Section  8.     Audit  for  Student  Organizations 

The  treasurers  or  business  managers  of  all  student  organi- 
zations must  haw  their  financial  records  audited  regularly 
four  times  during  the  school  year.  Tea  Room  managers  must 
have  their  records  audited  at  the  end  of  each  period  in  which 
they  operate  the  Tea  Room. 
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THE  FLORA  MACDONALD

This  period  of 
meditation    will    give    added    strength    to    accomplish    tasks. 

Hymn  Sing 

Our  Sabbath  worship  is  made  even  more  meaningful  each 
Sunday  night  as  we  gather  around  the  Rotunda  for  our 
Sunday  night  Hymn  Sing.  For  those  who  listen  or  for  those 
who  sing  this  time  holds  a  significant  place  in  our  day  of 
rest  and  worship.

We  are  renewed  in  body  and  mind, 
as  we  pause  before  our  study  begins  to  unite  again  in  wor- 
shipping our  Creator.
